Two Historic Silver Cups Presented to 
the State of Massachusetts. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 29.—Two ancient 
pieces of silverware have been received at 
the State House from Pontiac, Mich., hav- 
ing been bequeathed to the Commonwealth 
through the will of the late Dr. H. Derby 
Pickman, of that city.

Silver watch 
cases Over a certain weight, by law, should 
be assayed; but since the abolition of duty 
upon watch cases it has not been the prac- 
tice to assay such goods. 

Unless intended for private use and not 
for sale, foreign plate must be warehoused 
and then removed in charge of an officer, 
and at the importer’s expense, or under 
bond to the nearest assay office, and if 
found equal to the standard, marked with 
the same marks as if it were British 
plate, and in addition to these the letter 
“FF.” If, on the other hand, it is not equal 
to the standard, it must either be exported 
within a month, or be “cut, broken or de 
faced;” it can then be cleared as bullion 
(39 and 40 Victoria, Chap. 34, Sec. 2, is 
in authority for marking foreign plate). 

When exemption from assay is claimed 
on account of plate being “for private use, 
and not for sale or exchange,” a statutory 
declaration must be made to that effect 
either before a magistrate, a commissioner 
to administer oaths, or, in certain cases, a 
duly authorized officer of customs. It will 
be observed that although foreign plate 
nay be thus admitted without being as- 
ayed, it cannot at any time be sold until 
assayed. Such plate as would be injured 
by assay is exempt. The weight is to be 
shown in troy ounces, the pound troy hav- 
ng been abolished.

WasHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 26.—The Cen- 
sus Bureau has compiled some interesting 
tables designed to show either the large 
increase in the number of establishments or 
the capital invested in certain industries 
since the census of 1880. The figures of in- 
terest to the jewelry trade are presented 
herewith and plainly show the great strides 
made by certain industries during the last 
two decades. 

CLocks.—In there 
lishments engaged in this branch of man- 
ufacture, employing a total capital of $2,- 
474,900, and turned out a product valued at 
$4,110,267. In 1890 the number of estab- 
lishments had increased to 27, the capital 
to $5,727,202, and the value of products to 
$4,228,846, while in 1900 the number of 
establishments had increased still further 
to 46, the capital to $8,792,653 and the value 
of products to $7,157,856. 

JEweELry.—The number of establishments 
in 1880 was 739, the capital invested $11,- 
431,164, and the value of products was $22,- 
201,621; in 1890 the number of establish- 
ments was 783, the capital invested was 
$22,246,508, and the value of products was 
$34,761,458, while in 1900 the number of 
establishments reported was 908, the capital 
invested was $28,120,939, and the value of 
products was $46,501,181.

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Death of Morris Prager. 


Morris Prager, senior member of the 
firm of Morris Prager & Co., and one of 
the oldest and best known diamond im- 
perters and dealers in New York, died 
after a brief illness, Friday afternoon, in 
the Hotel Netherland. Mr. Prager’s death 
was very sudden and entirely unexpected, 
the closing scenes of his passing being un 
usually pathetic in that he left behind two 
very warm friends of about his own age, 
with whom he had lived for the last half 
dozen years almost constantly, and whom 
he had known intimately since boyhood. 

The two other men of the trio were 
Martin Herman, a broker, and Abraham 
Seligsberg, a banker. All three came from 
\ustria together more than 40 years ago 
They lived together and shared each other’s 
business troubles. None ot them ever mar 
ried and no joys nor sorrows separated 
them. The troubles of one were the con 
cern of all and their pleasures were shared 
equally. They were known at the theatres, 
at the hotels and other places as “The 
Three Friends.” Besides the two remaining 
men of the trio, the deceased has left a 
great many warm companions and close 
associates in the diamond trade of this 
country and Evrope. 

The story of Mr. Prager’s life is one of 
remarkable energy, progress and success 
He was born 62 years ago in Krakau, Aus 
tria. When a lad of 12 he came to New 
York, where he worked first at one thing 
and then another, till just before the break 
ing out of the Civil War he found himself 
in New Orleans. At the close of the Re 
bellion he came north, and in New York 
he eventually found employment with the 
jewelry manufacturing concern of Baldwin, 
Sexton & Peterson, then at 4th St. and 
Broadway. He remained with this con- 
cern as foreman of their chain department 
for about six years, finally going into the 
diamond business for himself about 1871 

Starting with a small capital and a lim- 
ited number of business associates he rap- 
idly climbed to a prominent place in trade 
\ number of men who are now in business 
for themselves were once employed by him 
as traveling salesmen. 

In 1890 his business had grown to such 
an extent that it was necessary to admit 
a partner, and Benj. F. Rees, now of Zim 
merman, Rees & Co., was admitted into 
the concern. The concern was enlarged 
about 1895 by the addition of A. J. Prager, 
a nephew*of Mr. Prager. In 1896 Mr. Rees 
withdrew from the concern, and two years 
later the firm name was changed to Morris 
Prager & Co. 

Mr. Prager’s death was caused by heart 
disease. The first serious intimation that 
he was thus affected was about a year ago; 
at that time he took a trip to Europe, but 
returned little improved. He was stricken 
in his office. Nov. 25, and he was put in a 
closed carriage and driven to the Hotel 
Netherland. where he remained until his 
death, Friday. 

The remains were placed in a vault Sun- 
day, in Salem Field, pending a dispute as 
to whether or not he will be cremated 
The funeral services took place in the little 
chapel at the cemetery, the Rev. Dr. 
Joseph Silverman, of the Temple Emanuel, 
officiating. The services were simple and

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tifying the police is the subject of an inves- 
tigation being made at this time by Deputy 
Sheriff John H. Nerney. A few weeks ago 
a man giving the name of Frank Bemis was 
arrested and convicted of breaking and en- 
tering, and is now serving a nine months’ 
sentence. In his room in Boston a quan- 
tity of electrical apparatus, tools and other 
things were found, and also a great quan- 
tity of foil-back brilliants and other sorts of 
glass imitations of precious stones.

SUBJECT : 
“How to Make Attractive and Profitable Store Window Displays.” 








A attractive show window is a necessity 
for a successful business. How to 
1uake an attractive window is a study in 
itself. 

The first thing to be considered in the 
decoration is the location of the store, 
whether it is in a large city or a small town. 
in the latter as well as the former case the 
requirements of the trade which the firm 
aims to meet must be constantly kept in 
mind. 

If a store in a small town aims to supply 
the wants of a first class trade the decora- 
tion of the window should be in keeping 
with the style of goods kept in stock, and 
should be entirely different from that of 
its competitor who aims to sell a cheaper 
class of goods. 

A great many small dealers as well as 
larger ones have an idea that the more 
goods they can crowd into a window the 
more attractive the window will be, whica 
is a great mistake. A small article, such 
as an old fashioned watch a hundred or 
two hundred years old, placed in a window 
with a card giving its history, or a me- 
chanical clock of some odd description 
will prove more attractive and cause more 
talk than a window crowded with any or 
all varieties of articles known to the jew- 
elry trade.

Educational efforts to be put 
Effort. forth by optical so- 
cieties along educa- 


tional lines are those inaugurated this Fall 
by the Optical Society of the City of New 
York and by the Rochester Optical Club. 
The full extent of the work to be done by 
these societies is not outlined beyond the 
present Winter, but they will undoubtedly 
discover in one Winter what work they 
need to do most the following year. 

The New York City society has inaugu- 
rated its plan, and it is an exceedingly defi- 
nite one, the splendid facilities of the phys- 
ical department of the College of the City 
of New York being open to them, and its 
professors taking an active part in the edu- 
cational work inaugurated. 

The time has come when mercly “raising 
a loud cry” for educational effort and every 
thing of the purely inspirational order which 
is not backed by a concrete plan, serves no 
purpose whatever, unless it be to make the 


pretensions of the optician appear more 
ridiculous than they were before. 
Opticians need work, not talk. Unless 


they are going to work, the less talking 
there is done the better... New York City 
opticians are not putting their breath up 
against the north wind to try and blow it 
out, but have gone to work with the micro- 
scope. 

The Rochester Optical Club are devoting 
no attention to worshipping the Goddess of 
Learning far off, but will commence busi- 
ness on the human skeleton. Such efforts 
as these cannot be commended too highly. 
They have an educational value. There is 
no counterfeiting in them. There is no 
talk of bestowing honors, but all effort is 
in the direction of getting facts. 

Opticians must come down out of the 
clouds as well as up out of the mire if 
they desire to advance themselves. Edu- 
cation is an extremely concrete proposition, 
and putting the label “education” on hot 
air doesn’t make it education unless it em- 
bodies these concrete things.

to be allowed to take a special course in the 
Detroit Homeopathic College upon diseases 
of the eye. He led up to it by saying, 
‘Well, doctor, you would hardly guess what 
Il am doing now. I am practicing ophthal- 
mology; | graduated from College of 
Ophthalmology (naming a place in Detroit 
which I have seen advertised by a man 
using the title ‘M. D. and oculist,’ but who 
indulges in various practices, ethical and 
unethical, with a not reputa 
tion), got a case of lenses, advertised dates 
in towns and villages of Michigan, and you 
ought to see the crowds that greet the dis 
tinguished oculist from Detroit.’ 

“Intelligent as he is, he did not to 
assume that either of us could fail to see 
the absurdity or the shadiness of the sit- 
uation, so he treated it as a joke. He ap- 
peared to be surprised, however, when I 
told him he could only get such instruction 
by taking the regular work of the first 
three years, studying ophthalmology in the 
fourth year. This is only one out of thou 
sands of similar cases, only most of them 
haven’t even the intelligence ‘or literary 
qualifications possessed .by the ex-minister 
ophthalmologist. 

“In most instances they call themselves 
doctors and undertake to perform the func 
tions of a real physician or oculist. In 
asmuch as they are out ‘for what there is 
in it? commercially and are not handicapped 
by such a money bugaboo as a code of eth 
ics, they corral the unwary by the drove 
They go about the country, first exciting 
the fears of their victims, then wheedling 
them out of their dollars by the familiar 
methods of the charlatan. Their business is 
to sell glasses and sell them they will if 
they can, by hook or crook, whether the 
patient is made worse or better by wear 
ing them. Many of them neither know 
nor care what commercial, physical or moral 
wrong they do their deluded patrons s 
long as they reap the harvest of shekels, the 
managers of the so-called optical schools 
have taught them to hunt for and find.

poisonous effects of certain substances made 
upon the nervous system. Both eyes are af- 
fected in this variety and it will be noticed 
that the vitreous humor and the fundus of 
the eyes are hazy when seen by means of 
the ophthalmoscope. The profound toxic 
effect of tobacco when used to excess will 
produce this state, then the complaint is 
called amblyopia-nicotinica. When some 
one of the various alcoholics produce the 
same result it is then called amblyopia-pu- 
tatorem, Other drugs, such as quinine, pro- 
duce quinine-amblyopia, subacetate of lead, 
disulphide of carbon, hydrate of chloral and 
stramonium are some of the drugs which 
produce toxic amblyopia. 

The treatment for toxic amblyopia does 
not call for lenses, but depends rather upon 
the total prohibition of the drug causing 
the mischief. If it is of recent occurrence 
there is a good chance for a full recovery of 
vision. In addition to the cessation of the 
use of the drug, strychnine in tonic doses 
and the iodide of potassium are employed. 

4. Traumatic amblyopia.—This variety of 
dull sight is caused by a blow upon the 
eyeball in consequence of which there is a 
diminution of vision without any change 
taking place in the structural parts of the 
eye itself. 

5. Hysterical amblyopia is that form of 
dull sight due to a nervous reflex, especially 
in women of a neurotic temperament, of 
central origin, neurasthenic in character, in- 
volving both eyes; in addition to the dim- 
inution of vision the field of vision is con- 
tracted. There are also evidences of color 
blindness. 
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Amaurosis may be the result of this con 
dition, caused by the severe shock a neu- 
rotic mother receives in giving birth to he: 
child. This temporary blindness may last 
for a considerable length of time, although 
usually only for a very short period.

Effect of Electric Light on Vision. 





HEN electricity was first introduced 

for lighting purposes it was gener- 

ally thought to be injurious to the eyes, says 

the Ledger Monthly. As a matter of fact, 
the reverse is just the cas: 

A Russian oculist has lately experi- 


mented on the number of times the eyelids 
close per minute when exposed to different 
sorts of light. He finds that candle light 
causes 6.8 winkings per minute, gas 2.8, sun- 
light 2.2, and electric light only 1.8. He fur- 
ther assumes that the number of closings of 
the eye is a direct ire of excellence 
of the light in health, and con- 
cludes, therefore, that electric light is the 
best of all artificial lights. The figures are 
of interest; but it would seem that they are 
not conclusive of the point at issue.

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Measuring Facial Dimensions For Spec- 
tacles and Eyeglasses. 


BY GUSTAVUS KAHN 


ANY attempts have been made in the 
past by different inventors to con 
truct some apparatus which would enable 
to obtain all the necessary facial meas- 
urements, but up to the present time none 
as been introduced to the profession which 
would give in one instrument all the com 
plete data required in order to obtain per 
fect results. 

To the beginner in optometrical practice 
this statement may seem rather strange, but 
fter purchasing this or that facial meter 
solely on the strength of some well writ 
ten advertisement, and after experimenting 
at the cost of many dollars and cents, only 
to find misfitted frames and dissatisfaction 
on the part of the wearers as the result 
of misplaced confidence in a machine; ex- 
pecting it to do the work which no single 
apparatus alone, no matter how complicated, 
is able to accomplish; from the complex- 
ity in the nature of the various dimensions 
desired, all of them so peculiarly dependent 
in their relations to each other, and the ne- 
cessity of harmony between the diverse ex- 
isting units, all this makes it necessary to 
execute such measuring in full assemblage 
of all such units, combined in position on 
the face, which is only possible with regu 
lar trial frames, which should in reality 
represent the united exact dimensions of 
the frame to be ordered. 

When measuring the various desired 
data independently of each other it will 
for obvious reasons, very frequently be 
found that important changes have to be 
made in order to harmonize them for per- 
fect facial adjustment. 

The expert frame-fitter should possess 
good judgment and a_ thorough knowl 
edge of what constitutes a comfortable and 
well fitting pair of spectacle frames. Be- 
sides-he must have a full set of measuring 
frames; the more complete the set is the 
better, as it will allow of quicker and more 
satisfactory frame fitting. 

The set of measuring frames 
comprise riding temples and a 
sortment of all saddle bridges of the com 
plete system in its notation, 
which will give all the most desired dimen- 
sions for all normal cases. There should 
also be a set for the different 
eye wires comprising for rims the numbers 
of sizes ranging from 3, 2, 1, 0 and 00, also 
all the dimensions as used for rimless 2, 
1, 0 and 00. There should also be a set of 
bifocal measuring frames in 1, 0 and 00 eye 
sizes glazed with bifocal lenses. 

For the spectacles with straight temples, 
we should have a complete assortment of 
frames with C bridges. All such measuring 
frames including the bifocal frames should 
be glazed with plano-lenses and cross lined 
for measuring, height and other dimen- 
sions, with the frame on the face. 

For eyeglasses it is necessary to have a 
full assortment of frames in Wells and Fox 
offset guards, also anchor guards in all 
the different sizes and dimensions, by se- 
lecting the best fitting frame and noting

Gold-filled and aluminum spectacle frames 
are very easily adjusted from an approx! 
mate to a perfect fit on the face of the 
prospective wearer, while solid gold goods 
in eye-wire is likewise adjustable to a lim- 
ited extent. The rimless kind, however, 
so much in vogue now, is much more dif 
ficult to shape properly in bending and 
avoiding breaking of the lenses, but with 
proper care it may be done with safety. 

The steel and nickel plated frames and 
mountings should carefully or 
dered, owing to the greater difficulty of 
adjusting, but a very large assortment of 
all kinds, sizes and styles of the steel and 
nickel plated both in eye-wire and mount 
ings for spectacles and eyeglasses may be 
kept on hand without too much outlay of 
capital. It will be found most practical to 
keep the mountings fitted up with spherical 
lenses of different interchange 
able with them. The “Ajax” or any other in 
terchangeable strap mountings is_ best 
adapted for that purpose. By having them 
fitted up in that way it is much better to 
fit them to the face before ordering the 
lenses ground, or a still better plan is to 
select and fit the complete rimless eyeglasses 
or spectacles and then send them with the 
prescription for the lenses to the prescrip 
tion house. While such procedure may 
not seem to the novice as very scientific, 
it has been found, nevertheless, to work 
better and give greater satisfaction than 
all the complicated adjustable face meters

It is also a very good idea to keep in 
stock a good assortment of temples of all 
sizes for solid or ordinary joints, for it is 
then an easy matter to select the right size 
temples when such are out of dimensions 
in otherwise well fitting frames. The dif- 
ferent size temples for mountings may also 
be kept in stock, and it is well to keep a 
full assortment of eyeglass springs, both for 
frames and mountings. 

The optometrician who is compelled to 
keep a very limited stock of frames, 
mountings and lenses on hand should,

Old Jewelry Reconstructed. 





NE of the beautiful creations made re- 

cently for a woman who is having her 
heirlooms “reconstructed” is a necklace, 
of which the wearer is prouder than she 
would be of a dog collar of Egyptian 
pearls or a string of diamonds.

How to Oil a Watch. 


HE oiling of a watch is generally con- 
ceded to be a very simple problem, 
and it really is if it be correctly and care- 
fully done. A great many watchmakers, 
however, differ in opinion as to what parts 
to oil and what oil to use. I had a chance 
to look over some correspondence of men 
of the craft who expressed their opinion 
about a question formerly raised in a horo- 
logical weekly as to whether the winding 
wheels of a watch should be oiled or not 
and what oil to use in case they should 
be oiled. 

From the answers given to these ques- 
tions, as also from a letter addressed to us 
lately, we may infer that a short discussion 
of that subject might be very desirable. 
The letter we received read as follows: 


Dear Sir—I have a great argument with my part- 
ner in regard to the oiling of watches. I am an 
old watchmaker with nearly 30 years’ experience 
and, of course, I am right. My method of oiling a 
watch is as follows: 

I oil all the heavy bearings, including the center 
bearings of 18 and 16 size movements with clock 
oil, also always have oiled very carefully the pal- 
lets and the escape wheel teeth. This new watch- 
maker of mine objects to oiling the escapement. 
What I want you to do is to give a short lesson on 
oiling for not cnly the benefit of my watchmaker, 
but hundreds of those young watchmakers who 
think they know it all and do not know anything.

The correspondent is not the only one 
who complains about bad oiling, as some 
time ago we saw the following letter on 
the same subject in one of the foreign 
trade papers: 

Sir—I suppose every workman has very fre- 
quently noticed, when taking a watch to pieces, 
oil under the cock, or smeared along the plate by 
the regulator, or spread out round the cannon 
pinion, and at other places where not required, and 
in particular under the minute (so-called) wheel, 
thick enough to stick the wheel quite fast in the 
plate. 

I have often noticed it, and as often wondered 
how it came there, until I bethought of the effects 
of capillary attraction, which can take place as 
well in a watch as anywhere else; for instance, if 
the fusee hole is very near the cock and is not 
raised (or bushed), and the oil at the fusee hole 
happens to touch the edge of the cock where it 
lies on the top plate, the effect will be that the 
oil will be sucked in (so to speak) under the cock, 
between it and the plate. 

Again, if the cannon pinion is very near the 
plate, the oil will spread out to the tips of the 
leaves of the pinion, and then, supposing, as is 


mostly the case, that the minute wheel lies flat, or 
very nearly flat, on the plate, the oil will be com 
municated to the 
spread out

I have noticed the oil thus drawn out by capillary 
attraction hole and the cock, 
the bottom fusee hole and the minute wheel, the 
bottom fusee hole and the dial, the cannon pinion, 
minute wheel and plate, third top hole and regu- 
lator, fourth top hole and shde, and other places, 
and I think the same may be said to occur between 
a jewel hole and the endstone. These faults are 
much more verge watches than 
others, except in the case of the cannon pinion 
and minute wheel, etc. 

This effect may be perhaps avoided by using oil 
very sparingly, but I find it much the best way to 
remove the cause by turning sink under cock, or 
round fusee hole and round center hole under can 
non pinion, etc., taking care not to reduce thick- 
ness of plate close to the hole. The minute wheel 
does well elevated on three or four small points 
raised with the point of a graver. I daresay some- 
body will say “botch,’”’ but it answers the purpose 
well. If there is not room to raise the minute 
wheel, turn a very slight sink first and raise it on 
three or four points afterwards. 

I have very often found the same spreading of 
the oil occur in clocks, and think the subject is 
worth attention, for when the oil is thus drawn out 
the pivots must run nearly or quite dry, and when 
it causes a wheel to stick to the plate it must have 
an effect on the going of the watch. My reason for 
mentioning it is that I have never seen it in print 
or heard anything said on the subject, and think 
it may be a new thought to some. 

If the makers of the watches in which these 
faults so commonly occur had been well aware of 
their existence, surely they would have avoided 


them, since the principle is so exceedingly simple.

There is no question in horology that 
demands longer observations than the oil- 
ing, as the effect of the use of a bad qual- 
ity of oil, careless or unintelligent oiling 
of a watch can only be known after the 
watch has run for some time. While the 
effect of bad repairing can be seen, so to 
say, immediately by the motion of the bal- 
ance, or the rate in timekeeping, observation 
decide which is the best quality of 
watch or clock oil, for if you ask for the 
best kind of watch oil in a store they gen- 
erally place before you two or three differ- 
ent makes of oil, and you are told that 
they are all good. 

Special books on manufacturing or test- 
ing of oil of any use to watchmakers have 
not been published, as nothing certain can 
be said of oil, as to the results to be ob 
tained in watches. Crops differ as regards 
degree of maturity, ete, from year to 
year, and the animals from which oils are 
procured are rarely in the same condition 
as regards health, age, nourishment, etc 
Recommending watchmakers to make their 
oil, although there exist many so

to be tested in a little sink made in differ- 
ent metal plates, as iron, brass, tin, lead, 
etc. The oil should be kept free from 
dust and the sun’s rays, and examined on 
those plates during eight to 14 days to 
test its liquidity. Oil remaining liquid 


after the lapse of this time can be safely 
used. 

If a young watchmaker not to 
rely on his own experience or test, it is 
a small matter for him to find out, in order 
to set his mind at rest as to what brand of 
watch oil his successful and skilled brother 
craftsman is using, which he can then easily 
obtain from any watch material dealer. If 
the best oil should be the dearest it would 
not be profitable to buy a cheaper quality, 
for the amount saved would hardly amount 
to one-tenth of a cent per watch, and there- 
fore it is well never to buy from motives 
of economy a bottle which has been kept 
in stock for years. 

It is not sufficient to use good oil.” Care 
must also be taken to keep it in a pure 
and good condition. When opening a fresh 
bottle the paper or the sealing wax which 
covers the cork must previously be re- 
moved carefully, so as to prevent any of 
it from dropping into the oil, which would 
soon make it unfit for use. After having 
opened the bottle a new tight-fitting cork, 
that can be easily removed with the fingers 
instead of having to use a corkscrew, a 
knife, any other tool, must replace the 
old The bottle is kept in a place 
where it is neither exposed to great heat,

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Apparatus for the Construction of the 
Terminal Curves of Balance Springs. 


(Translated for THe Jewevers’ CrrcuLar-WEEKLY 
from the French of Dr. Cu. Ep. Guittaumg, 
of the International Bureau of Weights 
and Measures.) 

5 Nee terminal curves of springs, which. 

according to the admirable theory de- 
veloped by Phillips in his celebrated Mé 
moire sur le Spiral Réglant, assure the iso- 
chronism of the oscillations of the balance, 
are of infinite number. It is therefore ne- 
cessary, in order to determine them com- 
pletely, to lay down supplementary condi- 
tions so as to make the curves with facil- 
ity and to adapt them as much as possible 
to the arrangement of the escapement. 
Previously these curves have been deter- 
mined by graphic methods and if we ex- 
cept the interesting plan of M. James for

verifying them by a mechanical process, we 
are restricted, in determining the curves of 
new types, to a long and troublesome work 
of successive attempts, governed by graphic 
calculations. 

But the process may be made much more 
rapid with the aid of the apparatus which I 
will describe and which allows of construct- 
ing them with no difficulty. 

The conditions indicated by Phillips are 
the following: 

1. The center of gravity of a terminal 
curve ought to be situated on the radius 
perpendicular to that which passes through 
its point of origin. 

2. It ought to be situated at a distance 


. . 2 
from the axis of the spring equal to A 2, 


being the radius of the spring at repose, / 
the length of the terminal curve between 
its origin and its insertion in the collet or 
the stud. 

The problem of the determination of a 
Phillips curve consists therefore in the 
tracing of a line having its center of grav- 
ity at a determined point, its origin on the 
outer radius and its other extremity at a 
fixed point, generally within the circumfer- 
ence occupied by the spring. 

Let us consider a curve represented by a 
flexible metallic wire of constant linear den- 
sity. We fix its extremities at the two 
points imposed by the conditions of the 
problem and turn the wire round until its 
real center of gravity occupies the position 
indicated by the Phillips rule. We will then 
have, in the form taken by the wire, a 
theoretical terminal curve. 


This is how the operation ‘may be con- 
ducted in practice :“A disc (Fig. 1), cut out 
with arms bearing polar co-ordinates, is 
mounted on a fixed point situated just a 
little above its center of gravity, so that the 
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disc may produce on this point stable oscil- 
lations in the manner of a balance. ‘he 
disc is furnished with two clamps A and B, 
one on the outer radius, the other movable 
on one or other of the arms, and with two 
counter weights, C, C, designed to assure its 
poise. It rests in a metal socket perforated 
in the center with a vertical opening, 
through which passes a steel rod (terminat- 
ing in a cavity or a cell), which may be 
raised or lowered by means of the handle, 
M, so as to raise the disc on its point or to 
restore it to rest in the socket. Ona radius 
perpendicular to the one which 
through the outer clamp the disc carries a 
slide on which a weight, P?, may be intro- 
duced, whose position is indicated by a 
scale. 

In order to determine a Phillips curve it 
is suitable first to select a metallic wire 
which is homogeneous and pliant; as, for 
example, the tusible wires employed for 
electric lines. The wire thus selected is 
measured and weighed and the position 
which its center of gravity ought to oc- 
cupy with reference to the center of the 
spring—of which it is considered as form- 
ing a part, is determined by the Phillips 
formula. ‘the disc is put in poise after fix- 
ing the clamps in the position which they 
ought to occupy. 

The weight, P, is placed in such a posi- 
tion that its static moment with reference to 
the center of the disc is equal to that which 
the formula gives for the wire. The ex- 
tremities of the wire are inserted in the 
clamps and the disc is raised to ascertain 
any defect of poise. ‘he disc is replaced, 
the curve is adjusted, the equilibrium veri- 
tied and so on, until the disc raised on its 
point remains essentially horizontal. It is 
then sufficient to observe the curve either 
photographically or by using the co-ordi- 
nates traced on the disc and to reduce it by 
any process in order to be able to apply 1i 
afterwards on a spring. 

When I first conceived the idea of this 
apparatus 1 thought merely that it might 
be useful as an instrument of demonstra- 
tion for the pupils of the horological schools, 
to enable them to comprehend more readily 
the principle of the construction of the Phil- 
lips curves. I did not think, however, that 
the apparatus would be sufficiently delicate 
to render actual service in the practical de- 
termination of curves. 1 communicated the 
sketch to my friend, M. J. Pettavel, Direc- 
tor of the School of Horology and Mechan- 
ics of Fleurier, who studied the details of 
the construction with so much care and 
prepared apparatus with such a degree of 
perfection that a veritable tool of precision 
was produced, allowing of the determination 
of the elements of a Phillips curve with 
the same accuracy as the best drawings. 

The great advantage of the apparatus is 
the extreme rapidity with which a curve 
of a new type can be produced. In the 
graphic process it is: when the curve has 
been traced correctly at the outset that the 
true work commences; it is rarely less than 
several hours. In the employment of this 
apparatus it may be said that when the 
curve is fixed on the disc the work is ter- 
minated. Indeed, with a little practice, the 
successive trials, governed by a verification 
of the poise of the disc, are not troublesome 
and scarcely take two minutes. 

Only two sets of this apparatus have yet 
been made; one belongs to the Horological 
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School of Fleurier and the other was order- 
ed for the Conservatory of Arts and Meas 
ures by Colonel Both wer 
made at the Fleurier sch« 
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Unique Way to Regulate a Clock. 


MONG the valuable old relics recent]; 
procured by the York County, Penn- 
sylvania, Historical Society is the clock 
which was in the steeple of the court hous: 
at York from 1815 to 1841. 

After being removed from the court hous¢« 
it did good service in the steeple of Christ 
Lutheran Church, York, until 1884, when 
it was replaced by a new clock. The clock 
is in fair condition with the exception of 
the dial. 

This old clock sometimes played some 
very funny pranks. The machinery being 
somewhat out of gear it would often strike 
as many 100 without stopping. Soon 
after the removal of the clock to the church 
steeple Jacob Brown, the sexton, who serv- 
ed in that position for 26 years, resolved in 
his own mind that he would remedy the 
irregularity of its striking. So he put some 
tar on the machinery of the clock that mov- 
ed the hammer. 

This incident caused much amusement. 
It was not oil that was needed, thought he, 
but something to diminish the power given 
to the striking hammer. But the tar thick- 
ened and the clock got completely out of 
service for a time. 

Sexton Brown succeeded very well 
tailor at his shop on E. Market St., where 
the Farmers’ Insurance building now 
stands, where he served the gentry of York 
for many years. But as a regulator of 
clocks he was not a success.

OHN STAGG, New City, N. Y., who 
for the past 37 made a 
specialty of complicated has 
just had an experience with an old English 
musical clock which has a history.

The clock was brought to this country 
from England many years ago, and it is 
said to have been hidden in the woods for 
a while during the American Revolution. 
After it was found, it would not run, so 
the owner, thinking it was worn out, sold 
it. Subsequently it was put in running 
order, and in about the year 1819 the clock 
was bought by Mrs. Dr. John Demarest, 
who prized it and had a new case made for 
it in 1827. After her death in 1883, it was 
given by will to the present owner, Jacob 
C. Dermonde.

ANSWER :—To silver ivory the objects 
must be dipped in a diluted solution of in- 
fernal stone until they have become entirely 
yellow. Then they are put in water and 
exposed during three hours to the sun’s 
rays. The ivory becomes entirely black, 
but when polished it will obtain a very 
beautiful silver lustre. 

QueEsTIoON No. 307.—Hairspring.—/n 
my repairs I sometimes encounter a Swiss 
watch, of which the hairspring is too 
short, and it would not pay to fit a new 
hairspring in it. What is best to do when 
this occurs? Should I make the balance 
heavier, or should the hairspring be made 
weaker by dipping it in acid? 2, cues 

ANSWER :—Dipping in acid is not very 
recommendable, nor scraping the end or the 
entire length, as this would render the 
spring defective. It is preferable to imbed 
the spring in cork or soft pitch and work 
it Over a ground glass plate covered with 
oilstone dust that is fine and smooth. This 
method might be resorted to for’ reducing 
the height of a hairspring, but it is apt to 
result in more metal being removed from 
the edges than from the center. A _ better 
plan is to cement the spring to the balance 
plate with fine wax, thoroughly liquid, so 
that by pressing the spring its coils may 
come in contact with the plate; it must be 
held thus until cold. Now rub it with a 
ground glass plate covered with oilstone 
dust, and rub it as long as it is considered 
necessary, and detach the spring as soon 
as the plate is sufficiently heated; boil in 
alcohol to clean its surface. Making the 
balance of cylinder watches heavier with 
tin, as it is generally done, may also be 
resorted to in tase there be room enough 
so that the molten tin would not rub over 
the movement plate or the escape wheel 
bridge.

ANSWER:—Very few watchmakers are 
able to finish off a square shoulder by using 
a graver with the usual point. As a rule 
when they are smoothing the surface of the 
pivot they allow the point to cut 
in the shoulder, and if, instead of being 
sharp, the point is dull, a rough groove is 
the result. To avoid this it is a common 
practice to employ gravers with very short 
faces, but their inconvenience is quite evi 
dent. It is much better to retain the long, 
lozenge-shaped face, but with the point 
modified, as indicated by B or C. The ordi 
nary point shown at A can be used for cut 
ting the back slope of a shoulder, B form 
ing the square shouldered pivot, and C for 
bevelled shoulders.
